The} 
plaintiff's are large holders of 


the Everglades Drainage Dis-|" 


trict bonds. 

Judge Chilingsworth upheld 
the constitutionaliy of the acts 
of the 1947 legislature providing 
for the creation of the Dadg, 
Broward, and Palm Beach coun- 
ty water conservation areas, and 
for transfer of the Palm Beach 
county area to the Federal Gov- 
ernment as a wild life as well 
as a water preserver. 

The court stated that unless 
the plaintiffs filed amendments 
to their bills of action within 
15 days, the two suits will stand 
dismissed. 

‘A decision in, favor of the 
plaintiffs would have thrown a 
disastrous monkey wrench into 
the drainage program, and 
Judge Chillingsworth decision 
will likely clear up a serious 
and threatening obstacle.

J. W. Moore A Frog 
Hunter is Guilty 
Of Murder Charge 


J. W. Moore, who had a temp- 
orary home at Sand Cut, prior 
to getting into the hand of 1. 
officers on April 13th., for the 
ambush killing of Daniel W. 
Colson, at South Bay, near thc 
plant of the South Bay Growers, 
had his trial at West Palm 
Beach on Monday 
y witnesses from Souih 
d Canal Point were call- 
e to give evidence 
in the case. The jury found 
Moore guilty of second degree 
murder; and Judge Chillins- 
worth.sentenced him to 30 years 
imprisonment at Raiford prison. 
Moore, a weak minded moron, 
prior to his murder act, had 
been a fisherman and frog hun- 
terat Sand Cut. His wife, sev- 
eral months before the murder, 
had secured a divorce decree, 
and had gone to South Bay to 
reside with a sister, and found 
employment at the South Bay 
Grower's packing plant. 
After securing her divorce 
decree, Mrs. Moore became ac- 
quainted with Dan Colson, and 
on the morning of April 13, as 
she left her work at the plant, 
Colson joined her, and as they 
walked across the road, hand 
in hand, Moore hidden in a weed 
ambush .. drew a rifle and fat- 
ally shot Colson. 
He then engaged in a scuffle | 
with his former wife, during 
which he used a handle, struck | 
her over her head and body,| 
seriously injuring her so that 
she had to have hospitalization 
at the Belle Glade Hospital, and 
resulted in the loss of an’eye. 
Deputy Sheriff Frank O'Con- 
nell assisted by other law offi- 
cers, picked Moore up near Can- 
Point ready to leave with a 
loaded truck, and in the car lo- 
cated the murder rifle. 
Moore prior to his trial, was 
subjected to ain insanity inquest 
at the hands of a Miami expert, 
who informed the court that'in 
his opinion Moore was sane, but 
a moron of high type, with a 
mental rating of a mere boy. 
During the trial Moore gave 
little evidence that he knew the 
seriousness of his crime.

Despite reports of low yield- 
ing fields, untrained workers 
and illy-adapted machinery in 
harvesting and processing, the 
Glades definitely corn con- 
scious—at least the Lake Har- 
bor, South Bay-Belle Glade 
area where there are now four 
plants for processing and dry- 
ing the whole grain corn, meal 
and snap-ground corn, 

Mr. Lott of the Lott Farms 
is seeking corn from 10,000 
acres to keep his plant out on 
the old Raoul Farm busy dur- 
ing the fall harvesting season. 
He is equipped to turn out whole 
grain corn, ground-snap-corn 

and corn meal as well as 
findings. Aside from his own 
plantings of about 1500 acres, 
jMr Lott buys from local 
farmers. 

Mr. Borchardt's plant in Belle 
Glade is turning out ground- 
snap-corn meal at the rate of 
one ton per hour. He is both 

ng from farmers and 
sing for a tare. 

Mr. Jas. A. Dew is process- 
ing whole grain corn at the rate 
of 1,000 bushels per day in bis
